"TS remarkably fine setting provided by the 
R.I.B.A. building for social functions was again 
shown on Friday last, when the Institute held its annual 
dinner there, The grand staircase (where Mr. Good- 
hart-Rendel with the Countess of Bessborough received 
the company) and the reception room formed an im- 
pressive introduction to the pale splendours of the 
’. Henry Florence Hall, with its background of polished 
Perrycot limestone and great screen of silver-bronze 
and etched glass. It would be difficult to conceive a 
more effective setting for a function of this kind, and 
we imagine that visitors, especially those who had not 
been there before, must have been considerably im- 
pressed with the headquarters of British architecture, 
The speeches, reported in this issue, made a nice 
blend of the serious and the facetious. Sir Philip 
Sassoon discoursed philosophically on the nature of 
architecture, while the President, suiting his theme 
to a special occasion, usefully indicated some of the 
services a trainéd profession can render the com- 
‘munity. Mr. H. M. Fletcher made the wittiest proposal 
of the toast of “Our Guests” that it has ever been 
our pleasure to hear; and Sir Eric Maclagan, in re- 
sponding, warned architects, mock seriously (a propos 
the “Georgian Group’), against supporting “ pre- 
servation’ movements, which could only result in 
depriving them of jobs! A most successful and enjoy- 

able evening. . 


AERODROMES AND AMENITIES. 


A’ interesting case. (reported in our last issue) has 
arisen out of the compulsory purchase of land for 
an aerodrome, the claimants being the Masters and 
Fellows of University College, Oxford. The point at 
issue was whether the claimants were entitled to com- 
pensation for injurious affection of the adjoining pro- 
perty, upon which the court admitted their claim. 
Such a case serves as a vivid reminder that this is very 
much the twentieth century, and one looks back in 
vain for any sort of precedent from the early days of 
railways that will exactly fit this set of circumstances. 

We suppose that the railways did more to inflate 
property values in their vicinity than otherwise, and 
that those who feared at the time the ruin of their 
properties, and received no recognition of such an 
eventuality, did not suffer in the long run, At first 
sight it might appear that here was a natural return of 
the cycle of events and that justice would be done by 
ignoring fears which might be said to belong to a passing 
generation, 

The circumstances are not sufficiently parallel to help 
in this case. The unfavourable range of influence of a 
railway is a very limited one, almost demarcated by the 
range of sight and of smoke and flying cinders, The 
advantages which could compensate for these limited 
disabilities need not be many, but were in fact very 
great, The range of-influence of an aerodrome spreads 
over a wide radius, and is no small matter so long as 
the problems of noise and safety and the clash of 
modernism with the country retreat persist, 

The advantages to an immediate neighbourhood are 
also very limited, The air-minded do not seek the 
vicinity of an-aerodrome for a permanent residence, and 
the immediate service of the neighbourhood in its daily 
life remains dependent upon road and rail. 

On the other hand, the prospect that we shall get our 
aerodromes of the future only at the price of heavy 
compensation over a wide radius is somewhat disturbing, 
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and there is a not remote risk of the speculator buying 
up land in likely sites with a greedy eye upon the 
public purse. 

The future may well correct the circumstances since we 
are well aware that the technical world regards the 
problems of noise and safety as major ones, worthy of 
an early solution. In course of time, also, the race is 
likely to become so air-minded that residence in con- 
venient proximity to an aerodrome may become as 
desirable as proximity to a convenient railway station. 

We have to await those conditions, however, and the 
case to which we have referred must serve as an urgent 
reminder that the development of perfectly safe air 
travel and of the noiseless aeroplane will brook no delay. 


AGRICULTURAL LAND AND DEFENCE. 


8 ew Government, we are glad to note, now propose 
to take steps to meet the objections raised from 
time to time that the Defence Departments, in securing 
sites for defence purposes, have not always had regard 
to local amenities and other interests, The Prime 
Minister, in a letter to Lord Herbert, writes that “‘ each 
Defence Department has established a procedure which 
will ensure that other interests of national importance 
shall. receive adequate consideration when the selection 
and development of sites are being carried out, and that 
that consideration shall take place in time to enable due 
weight to be given to the results by the Departments 
concerned, before decisions as to acquisition are taken.” 
This is most satisfactory, for the encroachment of 
defence establishments in rural areas has been pro- 
ceeding to the extent of over 30,000 acres within the 
last three years, Defence needs are, of course, para- 
mount and speed is the essential factor, but it would 
be a thousand pities if, for want of a little thought and 
consideration, the character of large tracts of country 
should be altered and, in many cases, irremediably 
spoiled. We must hope that the Departments concerned 
will make full use of the machinery now at their disposal 
to avoid the recurrence of certain unfortunate proposals. 


THE PRESERVATION OF OLD LONDON. 


PP June last, it may be recalled, an interesting resolu- 
tion was adopted by the London County Council, 
referring to its Parks and Town Planning and Building 
Regulation Committees the questions as to whether 
or not steps should be taken at once to prepare a list, 
in respect of each Metropolitan Borough, of all buildings 
or groups or terraces of buildings of architectural or 
historic interest, and as fo whether or not it was desirable 
for the Council to formulate a policy for securing the 
preservation of such buildings. : 

We are glad to note that this matter has not been 
permitted to slip into oblivion and that it is engaging 
the attention of the Committees concerned, who have 
ordered the preparation of classified lists of buildings 
of architectural, artistic and historic interest. Until 
these are completed the Committees will not be in a 
position to report, but we trust that it will not be long 
before their opinions and conclusions are known, The 
question, no doubt, is of considerable complexity, and 
it may be difficult to lay down a settled course of action, 
since many buildings can be dealt with only in the light 
of individual circumstances, At the same time, the 
existence of classified lists should have the effect of 
putting an end to a condition in which proposed re- 
building schemes on sites of historic buildings often go 
so far, in the absence of readily available information, 
that it becomes impossible to save the buildings. 








NOTES AND NEWS 


Birmingham (Elmdon) Airport: 
Terminal Building. 

Work has begun on the construction of 
the terminal building for the new Bir- 
mingham (Elmdon) Airport, which, it is 
claimed, will be the most modern in the 

country. The scheme, which is being 

carried out under the supervision of the 
consultants to the Corporation, Messrs. 
Norman and Dawbarn, in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Herbert J. Manzoni, 
M.Inst.C.E., the Birmingham City Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, at an ultimate cost of 
£500,000, was prepared following the visit 
of a deputation to inspect principal Con- 
tinental airports. 

The photograph reproduced shows an 
artist’s impression—drawn from the 
official plans—of the reinforced concrete 
terminal building as it will look when 
completed. The spreading concrete 
canopies on either side will enable aero- 
planes to load and discharge passengers 
and freight undér cover in all weathers. 

Consisting of four storeys, the building 
will contain, in addition to the usual 
Customs department and operating com- 
panies’ offices, public terraces and 
refreshment rooms on the first floor, with 
a fully licensed restaurant on the second 
floor. The third floor will contain bed- 
rooms, mainly for pilots, meteorological 
and other officers, while the fourth floor, 
on which the control] tower is set, has 
been designed on the assumption that 
Birmingham will be given a full com- 
munication area of its own, and will con- 
sequently require full meteorological and 
wireless equipment and personnel.

The Lay-out 
of the Site. 

A COMMANDING site has been chosen for 
the terminal building, and the hangars 
are planned adjoining it. An extensive

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concrete apron will connect the hangars 
with the loading and taxi-ing areas in 
front of the airport building. 

Provision will be made for the installa- 


-tion of full night-flying equipment, to be 


in use from the inception of the airport, 
including a beacon. Site levelling and 
seeding has been in progress for some 
months, and it is expected that the air- 
port will be opened to traffic by the end 
of the year. ‘ 


The initial development will provide 
for a landing area of some 200 acres with 
runways varying in length from 1,100 
yds. to 1,280 yds., sufficient to provide safe 
take-off and landing for the largest 


“modern commercial machines. The Cor-. 


poration has purchased approximately 


700 acres of land to provide for extension 


of the landing area when required and to 
protect the immediate approaches to it. 

One of the most important features of 
the entire scheme is the zoning of land 
surrounding the landing areas. In the 
absence of general legislation governing 
the zoning of areas in the vicinity of air- 
ports, Parliamentary powers have been 
obtained enabling the Birmingham Cor- 
poration to control erections and building 
developments within 1,000 yds. of the 
boundary of the landing area.

No. 180, a Queen Anne 
walnut settee, is beautiful in its lines, up- 
‘holstered in Soho tapestry of lovely soft 
colours. No. 182, a walnut winged arm- 
chair covered in original petit-point 
needlework, is a fine piece of craftsman- 
ship. A rare piece is No. 189, a walnut 
cabinet on stand with domed top and 
mirror plate in door, interior decorated 
in scarlet japan and containing many 
small drawers; it bears the maker’s name, 
Hugh Grainger, Carved Angel, Alderman- 
bury. The silver china tapestry is choice, 
and shows to advantage in its setting.

I wonder how many archi- 
tects have the opportunity of seeing those 
things that are going on around .them, 
and which influence only that intangible 
side of their characters—the spirit. Invi- 
tation cards arrive, remain without 
response; life is too short and a contem- 
porary practice too'detailed. As a journa- 
listic architect, I have, for my. sins, to 
go and see.things which do not in a very 
organised life seem to matter, and, as I 
visit more of these affairs, their impor- 
tance- appears te increase as incidents 
which go to create a sound whole. 

Last week I devoted a day to visiting 
places. I. would normally find too much 
trouble,-or of not sufficiently direct im- 
portance. Here they all are, in a list—a 
suggestion of a day any architect might 
spend to his ultimate profit. 

At the Victoria and Albert Museum is 
a collection of modern book productions. 
Here are the illustrated books of France, 
Germany, Russia, America and England, 
and here lies the indication of these 
nations’ tendencies. American publica- 
tions are precise, competent and full of a 
taste of their own. The illustrations are 
compact, logical and efficient, but in their 
content is that quality so common to 
America—a brittle surface—so attractive 
but so lacking in real depth. 

The English books are like our saddles 
and cricket bats. Sound to a degree— 
flawless in their taste—so cautious in 
their spirit. The illustrations, which are 
mostly woodcuts, are exquisite in their 
execution, and I suppose as draughtsmen 
in the reproductive mediums like copper- 
plate and wood, the English cannot be 
beaten. Eric Gm, Ravirious and 
Huoeues-Stanton are a few of a very 
great number of fine delineators. 

Germany is a country which comes out 
badly in contemporary art. I can only 
think that their nationalisation and a 
return to a supposedly Aryan origin can 
account for the retrogressive book illus- 
trations and letterpress which appear in 
this exhibition. It may be that bad 
examples have been chosen, but those 
that were shown weré so much in line 
with contemporary German architecture, 
painting and sculpture. It is clear why 
designers. like Grorrus have left the 
country. The art-forms stink of political 
cant. : 

I had believed the Russians to have fol- 
lowed suit, but their books do not indicate 

such ‘a ‘thing. You must bé au fait with 


the quality of Russian art—the plays of © 


Cuek6v; the music of ‘Stravinsky, the 
books of Dostrorvsxy. What is’ that 
vitality and profundity of the Russian 
people—that superb’ spirit and ‘verve? 


Out of these books that I’ am‘talking of, 
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it is the Russians that stamp the mind 
as the main contributors—the leaders of 
a new birth of ideas. 

And it is the French who combine 
that insight into life with an apparent 
freedom and economy of expression. In 
two examples are etchings (which illus- 
trated the books) drawn by Picasso and 
Matisse, and if you do not grasp their 
enormous simplicity, then you are a lost 
soul—or perhaps you are a very happy 
materialist. 

* * * 

This is an off-duty day in the life of an 
architect. Victoria Station and the Glass 
Train. I do wish another name had been 
thought of, because the trouble in ex- 
plaining that the train is not glass but 
houses a gldss exhibition is more than I 
can bear. It is a train painted light on 
the outside—two coaches covered on the 
sides with “‘ modern ” lettering. You enter 
at one end and pass through a glass dis- 
play, and leave at the other end just 
trying to work it all out. 

KENNETH CHEESEMAN is the responsible 
architect, and quite a nice job he has 
made of the train. That is not polite- 
ness—it is fact. As a study in the 
possibilities of glass the display is of 
enormous interest. _ 

* * * 

The private view of the National 
Society of Painters. All the heartaches 
framed in Wickham.and Gilt, and hung 
on the’line, off the line, centrally along 
the vistas, and close around the corners. 

I loathe a world which reduces Art to 
something saleable, and particularly 
where the market consists of pretentious 
and middle-aged people. It spoils the 
artist, who hangs around trying to sell 
the work, it spoils the Art by its dual 
purpose of salesmanship and sincerity, 
and it spoils the buyer, who is discussing 
something he knows nothing about. In 
the near future, I will describe what I 
mean more clearly. 

Well, the “‘ National” exhibits all of 
these qualities. It is no different from any 
other exhibition. One can see the eclec- 
ticism of JoHN LeIcH-PEMBERTON, and 
there are the more mature works of his 
friend JamEs Provuproot, the dash of 
BomsBerc, which at least is more full- 
blooded than the compremises which most 
painters indulge in. 

* * * 


At the Redfern Gallery was a show of 
theatre drawings. The English theatre 
is, as you May know, a long way removed 
from what it might be, and the drama, as 
such, has practically disappeared in the 
welter of drawing-room plays and over- 
elaborate Shakespeare. I had looked 
upon this particular exhibition as prob- 
ably containing the work of some ad- 
vanced designers, and I had rather hoped 
that the work of architectural designers 
might be included. . Actually, it boils 
down to a display of water-colour draw- 
ings by designers who, it is true, work in 
the theatre, but who are more painters 
than designers; and the close circle of 
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names, well-known in the West End 
theatre, constitute the whole of the show. 
Also, costumes were much in _ the 
majority, and the general effect was one 
of a number of rather pretty drawings 
done by well-known people, framed and 
displayed for sale. These names included 
OtiveR Messer, Cecm. Beaton, Guiapys 
CattHRoP, Ernest STERNE, Epwarp Car- 
RIcK, Doris ZINKIESEN, AUBREY HAMMOND 
and Nap1a Benois. 


The exhibition gives a sound display of 
taste and technique in drawing, but I 
prefer to think of the theatre in terms of 
more architectural conceptions. It seems 
inevitable, however, that the rather 
fashionable elements will continue until 
such time as an architect with imagina- 
tion and vision takes the medium up. 


* * * 


The street in which this exhibition is 
held is Cork-street, and for some reason 
I cannot explain it appears to have be- 
come the new centre for small art 
galleries. It would not do an architect 
any harm to wander along this street and 
saunter through each of these galleries, 
which include Guggenheim Jeune, 
Wilson’s, Mayer’s, and the London Gal- 
lery.. This last-mentioned establishment is 
the new home of the Abstract and Sur- 
realist artist, and much as you may be 
opposed to this form of art, it seems only - 
fair that one should visit the gallery and 
see precisely what is happening. You will 
find curious shaped pieces of stone by 
Barbara HepwortH, photographs _ by 
ASHLEY ,HAVINDE, newspaper cutting de- 


signs by SvLLIvan, small sketches by - 


Gaso for his” constructions, and some 
precise abstract drawings by a designer 
whose name, if I remember rightly, ‘was 
Hans Erno. The group has been ridi-— 
culed like no other group I have heard of, 
and they themselves have indulged in the 
ridiculous; but the movement, in spite of 
this, appears to continue, and in some odd 
way forms the spear-head. of a new con- 
ception in art. I think the great difficulty 
in assessing the whole lies in eliminating 
the bogus; and in something which is 
completely new this elimination: is not 
easy. 

The. Wilson Gallery has been showing 
drawings by sculptors. The curious ele- 
ment of this exhibition lay in the change 
through which most artists go from their 
early to their late work. Only in very 
outstanding cases does the work of an 
artist, when he is young, show any quality 
than that of a technica] skill created 
through an -industrious life. The spark 
which appears in their later life‘seems to 
show no sign of flowering till middle age.

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AN ALTERNATIVE 
TO TENEMENTS—Ill. 


BY A. TRYSTAN EDWARDS, o A,

Rance OF HovusInG Types.—The plans 
shown in this series include houses 
capable of being laid out at a maximum 
density of 60, 50, 40 and 30 to the acre. 
The object of this _piece of research will 
be made very much clearer in the lay-out 
plan, to be given in a later article, for 
ten acres, in which all these types will be 
represented. Therefore, no type should 
be considered by itself, but only in rela- 
tion to other types which can be asso- 
ciated with it in a housing scheme. The 
aim has been to give the maximum degree 
of choice to the possible tenants, while 


at the same time achieving a gross density . 


per acre which will enable the houses to 
be a practical substitute for tenements. 

Of the three next houses here illus- 
trated, the first Type 40D [Fig. 22], is of 
interest inasmuch as it is a semi-bungalow 
type with the principal bedroom and roof 
garden on the first floor. Two smaller 
bedrooms on the ground floor face the 
garden and thus have the requisite degree 
of privacy. 

The other two examples have consider- 
ably more accommodation, being parlour 
houses with five bedrooms, and here the 
maximum density is-only 30 to the acre. 
If the top floor is omitted, we have an 
alternative type, a parlour house with 
three bedrooms on two floors only. 


ELEVATIONAL TREATMENT.—Fig. 24 and 
Fig. 25 are possible treatments of the 
elevation of these types. It will be 
observed that in both examples the 
“pinnacles” on the parapet serve the 
purpose of terminating the screen walls of 
the roof gardens. These houses of 
‘‘ pyramidal” section, with. their bal- 
conies and roof gardens could give scope 
for new designs which would represent a 
welcome departure from the monotonous 
bye-law street, with its rather mean facade 
of two rows of equal-sized windows on the 
same wall plane. It is also a distinet 
advantage occasionally to be able to vary 
the two-storeyed with the three-storeyed 
type of building. 

CoMPARATIVE Cost oF MHovuses.—The 
reader will naturally desire to have an 
estimate of the cost of these houses in 
comparison with that of tenements on the 
one hand and with that of houses in 
“open development ” on the other. Exact 
estimates of the costs of the houses here 
illustrated have not been obtained, but 
the following consideration should make 
it clear that they would compare favour- 
ably with that of dwellings of similar 
accommodation in either of the two cate- 
gories just named. 

As compared with houses in ‘“ open 
development” with a 70-ft. distance ‘be- 
tween the fronts of the houses on either 
side of the street, there is a considerable 
economy in wallage and, of course, a 
tremendous saving in the ‘cost of drainage 
and street works. 

The cost should tla compare favour- 
ably with that of tenements. Hitherto 
it has been found that as a general rule 
tenements cost at least 20 per cent. more 
than self-contained houses of the same 
accommodation, even when these latter 
are in “open development.” This is 
principally because of the increased cost 
of foundations and walls. Latterly, how- 
ever, a great effort has been made, by 
standardisation of methods of construc- 
tion and by careful organisation of the

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ANNUAL DINNER. 


THe annual dinner of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects was held at the 
Institute, 66, Portland-place, W.1, on 
Friday, February 11, Mr. H. 8. Goodhart- 


Rendel, F.R.I.B.A., President, in the 
chair. 

The loyal toasts having been honoured, the 
Rt. Hon. Sir Phili , Sah BB, B.C, 


C.B.E., C.M.G., M.P., the First Commis. 
sioner of Works, grea the toast of ‘‘ The 
Royal Institute of British Architects and its 
A Societies,’’ in the course of which he 
said :— 

“It may be right to say that there is one 
i upon which modern architecture 
should be based, and that is that it should 
seek to embody the spirit of its age. That is 
obviously a right principle, but it does not 
carry us the whole way. Architecture is, 
after all, not merely the mirror of public 
opinion; it has always been, and I hope that 
it will always be, a great educative force. 
Fublic opinion is too variable a quantity for 
an art which embodies in itself an element 
of permanence to follow slavishly in all its 
altering moods; there must be deeper and 
surer principles on which it is founded. 

‘Perhaps one of those principles should 
be that architecture im all places and at all 
times should do its best to take advantage of 
the materials which are available to it in all 
places and at all times. We have seen our- 
selves how local stone and local brick and 
timber have a way of blending with and 
becoming a part of their own particular sur- 
roundings in the most happy way. I think 
that perhaps one of the major problems 
with which architecture is faced in this 
country is that of making the best use of the 
materials and the methods which advancing 
science has made available for us. We have 
not, perhaps, been able to make the best 
use of those materials and of those methods. 
Perhaps we have not yet discovered’, for 
instance, how to achieve the happiest results 
with steel and concrete, to mention . one 
example. 


‘‘ Another basic problem is that a way 
should be found with the means available to 
us of combining utility with beauty. I am 
sure you will agree with me that ornament 
and embellishment by themselves are of little 
purpose. For instance, I do not think they 
have eyer made a bad building into a good 
building. On the other hand, if utility is 
the only end, then there is no place for art in 
architecture. That brings us to our chief 
difficulty. What for thousands of years has 
been considered by mankind as the criterion 
of beauty is now aaygis het I personally do 
not think that that challenge will last, but 
it exists and is responsible for many of the 
buildings which have been put up since the 
War—buildings which,. perhaps, I would be 
surprised to see future generations consider 
worthy 
ments.** 


The President’s Speech. 


The President, replying to the toast, after 
some introductory remarks, said ; ‘‘ The Insti- 
tute is, I think, a combination of architects 
formed in the interests of architecture; | its 
reason for existence is that without combined 
effort those interests will scatter and lan- 
guish. In other days its work was done by 
enlightened patronage, but in these days the 
light in patronage has nearly gone out. Our 
largest patron is now what- we call the public,’ 
which not only needs our services, but 
needs also to be told what those services are. 

“The ‘ education of the public’ is a nasty 
phrase used by those whose educational aim 
is that of inducing other people to buy what 
they themselves want to sell. Such people, 
speaking of * the .public,’ generally Xo not 
‘ include themselves in it; im fact, they 
probably buy something quite different. The 
object of any learned society, however, must 
be the education of the public, its own 
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members included; and in this sense the 
architectural education of the public is the 
primary object of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. For this its library, its 
Journal, its sessional papers, its studentships, 
its prizes and its scholarships exist; and for 
this it. has embarked of late years upon its 
great enterprise of touring exhibitions. 

“T am not going to inflict on you any 
statistics of these activities, although, if 
anyone thinks I am not speaking in a 
boasting spirit, that person is wrong. There 
is a great deal in these activities about 
which I should think anything else than a 
boasting spirit would be positively ungrate- 
ful. Yet nowhere can we relax any effort in 
pursuing and popularising our art, in im- 
parting experience to the world outside, 
among ourselves, and to the students upon 
our threshold. Particularly, perhaps, should 
we impart it among ourselves, because we 
must see that we become daily more worthy 
of the mission which we claim. We must 
know as well as possible that which we set 
out to teach, 


‘* Now every Associate of our Institute is. 
as it were, a guaranteed article, tested and 
approved by means of examinations. Our 
Licentiates are those whose record of serious 
architectural practice can be accepted in lieu 
of a test. Our Fellows are ex-Associates or 
ex-Licentiates mellowed by time. Now, 
examinations cannot prove amy more of an 
artist than that he has the technical com- 

etence to express whatever may be in him, 

hey can, however, detect whether an archi- 
tect is or is not a person qualified to deal 
safely with your money and, perhaps, with 
your life. In short, they can establish 
whether an architect is an architect in the 
sense that a doctor is a doctor or a lawyer 
a lawyer. This is a thing which the public 
needs to know for its own protection, and it 
cannot know it certainly until the Bill pro- 
moted by the Architects’ Registration Coun- 
cil has become law. The strong agreement of 
the Institute with the purport of that Bill 


is, I think, already well known. The Bill’s 


success would be valueless, however, if the 
examination standard required by the Board 
were to be in any way lowered’; and that 
standard corresponds with the standard set 
and maintained by our Institute. 


** During the years since the last war many 
Englishmen have made a momentous dis- 
covery; they have discovered that, as in 
private, so in public, affairs, it pays to 
look ahead—to look ahead even further, 


perhaps, than the probable date of the 
next general election, To this novel, 
hazardous enterprise of looking before 


one leaps the name ‘planning’ has been 
given—a name that naturally makes archi- 


‘tects sit up and take notice. Now, planning 


is a very. particular faculty which every 
students thinks he has by nature until he 
learns that he has not, and its cultivation 
is: the special province of architectural educa- 
tion. By virtue of its possession, the young 






trained architect may sometimés be tempted 
to claim a little larger scope than should 
logically be accorded to him; he may claim 
to set himself up not only as an expert neces- 
sary in social reform, but also as a social 
reformer himself. Such occasional over- 
presumption, however, must not be allowed 
to divert attention from the very wide use- 
fulness in social work of minds trained to 
planning. A man who can successfully cor- 
relate what are now called the ‘ services’ in 
a large building—the water, the electricity, 
the gas—and can direct and make easy its 
internal traffic, is not likely to make heavy 
weather of trifles like food supplies or muni- 
tions or the local distribution of labour. ~ 


** Apart from all such grand capabilities, 
the ordinary services of an architect are con- 
tinuously necessary in civilised life, and it is 
inevitable that there should rest upon our 
Institute a great and constant task of pro- 
fessional organisation. This the Institute 
pursues for the advantage of the architect in 
so far as that advantage is also the advantage 
of architecture, but no farther. It repu- 
diates, and I trust always will repudiate, 
uny desire to hold up the outside public 
for sectional or professional ends.”’ 


Having referred to the Institute's activities 
in advocating and supervising architectural 
competitions, the President said: ‘‘ There is 
one extremely desirable thing that the 
Institute, I think, could not initiate, but 
which, speaking for myself, I should re- 
joice to see initiated by others. At present, 
when an old building, good or bad, is 
threatened with destruction, the newspapers 
are filled with agonised protests; but when 
once the fight for its preservation is lost, 
nobody seems to care a tinker’s curse what 
takes its place. Could not an architectural 
vigilance society be formed to divert a cer- 
tain amount of the energy now spent on 
fighting lost causes into ensuring new 
beauties for the future? Usually the first 
that the public knows of what is to he built 
in conspicuous and familiar places.is gathered 
from a horrid little picture stuck upon the 
hoarding, and, if the reality is soon seen to be 
even worse than the picture, it is then too 
late to say anything except with bombs. I 
know that much is already done under the 
panel system to mitigate the horrors of ill- 
advised new: building, but, even if the panel 
system were universal in the country, there 
would be many occasions which called for 
weightier an more universal public 
criticism. We have the highest authority for 
saying that ‘it is a National-Socialist 
principle not to publish details of difficult 
problems in order. to allow them to be dis- 
cussed, but first to bring such plans to 
fruition and then to show them to the people. 
The great artists and architects are entitled 
to be freed from the criticism of their small 
contemporaries.’ This principle seems to be 
acted upon in England as well, but I am not 
sure that the artists and architects whom 
we free from criticism are always our great 
ones. 


‘* Government Departments are also apt to 
give us our share of surprises, but I hope 
with Sir Philip Sassoon at the head of the 
one which to architects is the most important 
we can count on his surprises being generally 
very pleasant ones.” 


** Our Guests.”’ 


Mr. Henry M, Fletcher, M.A. Cantab., 
Hon, Secretary R.I.B.A,, then proposed the 
toast of ‘“‘ Our Guests,"’ In the course of a 
witty speech he said: *f There was an occa- 
sion, famous in architectural history and 
familiar to all lovers of English poetry, when 
Sir Christopher Wren said: ‘I shall be 
dining with some men.’ So far so good, but 
the chronicler goes on to put these: words 
into his mouth; ‘ If anybody calls, tell them 
I am designing St, Paul’s.’. Now, did 
Sir Christopher Wren ask his maidservant to 
say that? Surely not! Look at that serene 
brow, those steady eyes, that ‘firm, sensitive

mouth, or read. ‘the -direct and -humorous 
letters in which he reasoned with his difficult 
clients! Can you believe that that man, 
when he had made up his mind to a pleasant 
evening with his friends, could stoop to a 
hypocritical subterfuge worthy only of Mr. 
Pecksniff—an architect who, as we have 
lately been told, if he belonged to any archi- 
tectural society at all, must have attached 
himself to some other body and not to this 
Institute ! 


“No, sir; the poet took the modern view 
of biography: fact and fiction fifty-fifty and 
all the fiction false! Sir Christopher Wren 
knew, and his friends knew, that the desi 
of St. Paul’s would gain and not suffer by 
an occasional night out. And so we of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, when 
the year in its courses rings our dinner-bell, 
‘do we shuffle off one by one to sit on high 
stools in a milk bar and tell the office-boy to 
say that we are designing an abattoir? Do 
we not rather, like our great predecessor, 
proclaim frankly that we shall be dining with 
some men—and, in these happier days, with 
some women too? Do we not fling open wide 
the doors of the Henry Florence Hall, turn 
on the aurora borealis in the ceiling and 
settle down to have a good time? For, in 
apahe of the thunder-clouds and in spite of 
the bogys and golliwogs who make frightful 
faces at us from across the water, we see no 
reason why we should neglect the ordinary 
human ergy of work and hospitality.” 

Sir Eric Maclagan, C.B.E., F.S.A., Hon. 
A.R.LB.A., the Director of the Victoria 
and Albert. Museum, who responded, said 
that nothing could testify more clearly to the 
integrity and public spirit shown by archi- 
tects than the faet that they continually sup- 
ported societies whose avowed aim was to 
take the bread out of their mouths. ‘‘ We 
have heard a great deal lately,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ about the Georgian Group, whose 
most laudable aim it is to preserve for us the 
remains of Georgian architecture. But you 
cannot fail to be conscious of the fact that 
every Georgian building which is preserved 
prevents an architect of to-day from obtaining 
a@ corhmission of which he may stand in 
considerable need. That Georgian Group has 
been brought before the notice of the public 
with every possible emphasis, with what I 
might justly describe as a Byronic emphasis. 
on the wrongdoings of Church and State. I 
warn you, however, that the Georgian Group 
is obviously only the precursor of other 
societies of similar aim. We are moving on 
im our appreciation, and it will be but a very 
little time before you find the Victorian 
Vigilantes also” —— on the intense im- 
portance of grectn J the work of the great 
architects of a slightly later age. There will 
be a small but active group, which will 
be described as the ‘Great Exhibition 
Group,’ whose particular object it will be to 
preserve the beautiful buildings of that 
period which abound in the neighbourhood of 
the Victoria and Albert Museum... .

Air-Raid Shelters. 

Srr,—The description of the air-raid 
shelters recently constructed. at the 
Caxton Hall, which you give in your last 
issue, was most interesting, but some- 
what tantalising in its brevity. There is, 
however, One prominent feature to which 
I consider attention should be called. 

It would appear from the photograph 
that the entrance-door opens outwards. 
Consequently in -an air-raid a small 
amount of debris would prevent the door 
being opened from within. On a visit to 
Germany last year I observed that a 
fundamental feature of their air-raid 
shelters is that all outside doors open in- 
wards. The necessity for this is obvious, 
and it is to be hoped that such a precau- 
tion will also be regarded as fundamental 
in this country.

The Road Haulage Industry. 

Sir,—Great concern is being felt by 
road hauliers owing to recent disclosures 
in the House of Commons regarding the 
position of the Road Haulage Industry. 
In the time of increasing industrial 
prosperity between April 30, 1936, and 
June 30, 1937, the number of motor 
vehicles run by public carriers under ‘‘A” 
licences actually fell from 91,567 to 91,101, 
and the “B” licensed vehicles (used 
partly for hire and partly for trade) 
showed only a small increase from 53,061 
to 53,775. Yet in the same period the num- 
ber of traders’ vans operating under “‘ C” 
licences rose by 38,147, an increase of over 
11.5 per cent. on the previous total of 
324,233. ¥ aT 

The expansion in traders’ vehicles is 
some measure of the growth of the carry- 
ing trade of the country, and therefore 
“A” and “B” licence holders, even taken 
together, have enjoyed only a negligible 
proportion of the great improvement of 
trade. Hence it is obvious that the Road 
and Rail Traffic Act of 1933 is holding back 
the growth of the business of carriers, and 
placing difficulties in the way of addi- 
tional vehicles being obtained. A glaring 
example is the case of T. Ball (Leicester), 
Ltd., whose application to the Licensing 
Authority for one additional vehicle cost 
the applicant £322 before his request ‘was 
granted, of which amount only £60 was 
awarded in costs, leaving him £262 out of 
pocket, exclusive of the cost of hiring 
another vehicle to cope with the additional 
work during the 20 months in which his 
application and appeal were heard.

Tue Slough Social Centre comprises 
three large buildings (with a total 
frontage of 600 ft.), connected by 
coyered passageways, and used by the 
Centre Club. The amenities provided 
for the club members are here shortly 
summarised: the centre hall, which 
will hold 1,000 people, has a well- 
equipped stage with modern effective 
lighting. Three smaller halls will be 
available for meetings, lectures, re- 
hearsals, etc. Swimming pool is 
100 ft. by 33ft., the full Olympic 
measurement. Adjoining it is a 
grass ‘‘lido’’ for sun-bathing in the 
summer, and artificial sun-ray equip- 
ment is installed for use in the colder 
months. Three gymnasia are of full 
standard size and equipment. In 
addition, accommodation is provided 
for all forms of games and recreations, 
both indoor and outdoor. The latter 
will, apart from swimming, principally 
comprise lawn tennis (on four hard 
courts) and football and cricket. In the 
southern building of the Centre 
accommodation is provided for the 
junior section of the Club. 

In the senior block provision has 
been made for other branches of 
social work controlled by a commu- 
nity services committee. The total 
cost of the Centre, including grounds 
and equipment, is approximately 


£50,000. It has been planned by Mr.

. Tuts school, which was re-endowed 

by Sarah, Duchess of Somerset, in 
1692, is built on an island site of 
about 74 acres, bounded by White 
Hart-lane and Creighton-road, the 
main front of the building facing 
White ‘Hart-lane and having a 
north aspect. 


Planning. 

The main building is planned 
generally around a central quad- 
rangle, with two wings projecting 
east and west, connected by covered 
ways to the main building and con- 
taining cloakrooms and offices on 
the ground floor, and art room and 
classrooms with stores respeetively 
on first floor. The general class- 
rooms face south and east, and the 
special subjects rooms east and 
west. The assembly hall is on the 
north side of the quadrangle, with 
kitchen and stores at the west end, 
and stage, etc., at the east. end. 

The headmaster’s room and rooms 
for the senior assistant master and 
secretary are near the main en- 
trance, with the staff common room, 
lavatories and store over same on 
the first floor. The gymnasium, 
with changing rooms, shower baths, 
fives courts, etc., occupies a separate 
block, to the south of main school, 
approached by a covered way. 


Accommodation. 


Details of the accommodation pro- 
vided in the main building are as 
follows :— 

BaseMENT.—Heating chamber and 
fuel store. 
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GrounD F.ioor.—Assembly hal] 
(used also as dining-room) ; kitchen, 
with larder and store; classroom for 
30 scholars, adjoining assembly hall 
(for use also as stage) ; 6 classrooms 
for 30 scholars each; 2 classrooms 
for 20 scholars each; geography 
classroom for 30 scholars; manual 
training and metalwork room with 
timber store, forge, etc.; library; 
medical inspection room; prefects’ 
room; headmaster’s room, with 
lavatory and w.c.; senior assistant 
master’s room; secretary; cloak- 
rooms, lavatories and w.c.s; and 
switchroom and various stores. 

First Firoor.—Assembly hall gal- 
lery; history classroom for 30 
scholars; 8 classrooms for 30 
scholars each; art room with store 
adjoining; elementary chemical 
laboratory; advanced chemical 
laboratory; preparation and. dark- 
room; elementary physics labora- 
tory; advanced physics laboratory; 
preparation and dark-room; lecture 
room; conservatory; staff common- 
room; staff lavatories and cloak- 
room; and stores. 


Construction. 


The general construction of the 
building is solid brick walls, 
with stone dressings and reinforced 
concrete floors. All main roofs are 
in wood construction, covered with 
hand-made tiles, the flat roofs over 
certain corridors, the sanitary offices 
and gymnasium changing-rooms 
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being in reinforced concrete, 


covered with asphalt. 


Internal walls generally are plas- 
tered; in the laboratories they are 
left fair-faced and distempered. The 
corridor dadoes and most of the 
classroom dadoes are covered with 
linoleum. The floors of the assembly 
hall, classrooms and corridors are 
of oak blocks. The gymnasium floor 
is boarded in narrow widths. The 
staircases and landings are finished 
with non-slip tiling. Internal doors 
generally are of the flush type. The 
assembly hall to a height of 9 ft., 
the doors, stage and proscenium 
screen, etc., are panelled in English 
oak. 


Heating is by low-pressure hot- 


water radiators from  coke-fired 
boilers. Artificial lighting is by 
electricity. Gas is installed for 


secondary lighting in the assembly 
hall and for cooking. A tar-paved 
area is provided at the rear of the 
school for recreational purposes. 


A three-bedroom caretaker’s cot- 
tage has been provided at the north- 
east corner of the site, and facing 
White Hart-lane. 


The school has been erected at a 
cost of about £61,000 from the de- 
sign and under the supervision of 
Mr ow: fT: Curtis, -F£.2.1.B.A.. 
County Architect, and Mr. H. W.

A.A.S.T.A. ESSAY COMPETITION 


Tus award of the assessors in this com- 
tition (Professor C. H. Reilly, O.B.E., 


LL.D., M.A., F.R.I.B.A., Mr. H, de C.’ 


Hastings and Mr. F. J. Maynard, 
A.R.I.B.A., President of the A.A.S.T.A.) 
was given in our last issue. The winner 
was Mr. R. D. Manning, L.R.I.B.A., of 
Welwyn Garden City, Herts, an architec- 
tural assistant in the Middlesex County 
Council Architect’s. Department, whose 
essay is printed hereunder. [The cross- 
headings are ours.] : 

The assessors, in their report, say that 
the general standard of the 29 entries was 
very high. ‘‘ The competitors show a 
convincing unanimity on the nature of 
the’ disabilities which are suffered by 
architectural assistants, both in private 
and public offices.. They are almost as 
unanimous—a thing that gave the asses- 
sors much pleasure—on the importance 
of placing architecture before personal 
interest. Nearly every competitor made 
it clear that sectional clashes within the 
profession, though unavoidable, must 
never be allowed to interfere with the 
pursuit of architecture as an end.” 


“ Personally ’ [Mr. Manning], in their 
opinion, wins the first prize “‘on his 
general survey of the architectural scene, 
a masterly summary which in the space 
of 2p words paints a detailed picture of 
a vast panorama without losing sight—in 
fact, while bringing into relief—its salient 
features. The broadness of this competi- 
tor’s view is combined with a grasp not 
only of the essentials but of ‘the 
etceteras. How hard this is to achieve 
only those who have tried to do it (includ- 
ing some of the unsuccessful competitors) 
will know. ‘The assessors are impressed 
with. ‘ Personally’s’ survey of the pro- 
fession and his statement of the issues 
before the assistant, which are well- 
reasoned, boldly expressed, and free from 
the limitations of a sectional attitude. At 
the same time the assessors would like to 
point out that his refusal to observe the 
Great Tabu (his determination in other 
words to talk politics—socialist politics) 
lands him in the end with a solution 
which he has less right to put forward in 
view. of his earlier expressed conviction 
that architectural statesmanship will have 
to deal for a long time to come with a 
continuance of capitalist wickedness. The 
assessors regret that his solution seems to 
them rather make-believe, the kind of 
pseudo-socialism which the Great Tabu 
seeks to avoid; for the Great Tabu is a 
- convention, an extremely useful one, 
observed by those who wish to safeguard 
themselves—and others—against the use 
of loose generalisations as a substitute 
for plain thinking. All the same he gets 
the first prize.” 


THE WINNING ESSAY. 

The strongest tabu. in: professional circles is 
centred round politics, based on the justi- 
fiable conviction that. professional activities 
must not depend on the insincerities and 
chicanery of party politics. But politics 
to-day are rapidly crystallising into a straight- 
forward fight between ypitalism and 
Socialism and differ fundamentally from the 
toy battles of pre-War days. The future of 
architectural practice, and therefore of ‘assist- 
ants, ig bound up in the political’ conditions 
of the next generation, and it is futile to 
ignore this. i is most noticeable that dis- 
cussion of any architectural subject in these 
days, if pursued long enongh, leads to politics, 


and it is very amusing to listen to speakers 
trying simultaneously to pursue their argu- 
ments and observe the great tabu. It is im- 
possible, and that is why these discussions are 
usually vague and inconclusive. I do not 
propose to observe the tabu. 


In pre-War days the architectural profes- 
sion was a pleasant, gentleman’s career, in 
the pursuit of which a steady flow of large 
houses was punctuated by occasional 
‘“‘ plums ”’ in the shape of schools, council 
offices, etcetera, for the local authorities, com- 
mercial buildings, or churches. The wealthier 
minority of the population, among whom most 
clients were found, enjoyed such a lush and 
steady prosperity that the private architect 
could enjoy himself attending to his jobs, 
without much anxiety about obtaining more 
when they were finished. ee 


Such vulgar matters as suburban develop- 
ment and the existence of vast slums which 
were gradually falling to pieces, such sordid 
buildings as factories where the money was 
made which paid for’ the country houses, 
these did not impinge on the ‘rarefied atmo- 
sphere in which moved the architect. 

There existed, by the way, a small body of 
men in the og wet aye of some official de- 
partments and local authorities who carried 
cut routine and unimportant architectural 
work, usually in subordination to engineers 
and sutveyors. They were almost invariably 
men who had not the ability, ambition or 
social position to practise independently, and 
were considered very small beer by the pro- 
fession as a whole. 

The o isation of architects was very 
similar to that of the medieval guild. Most 
offices were small, the ratio of principals‘ to 
assistants being large. Any young man enter- 
ing the profession did so with the intention 
of opening his own office ultimately, and in 
the prevailing conditions most were able to 
do so after a few years’ apprenticeship. — 


Changed Conditions. 

Despite the evident faith of a certain sec- 
tion of the profession to-day, these conditions 
have vanished for ever. ce 

The operation of Capitalism is displaying 
all the manifestations foretold by Socialists. 
Industry is rapidly becoming concentrated in 
huge monopolies, markets are shrinking, 
wealth is gravitating towards a decreasing 
section of the community. The classes from 
whom architects used to draw their clients 
have less money and are yearly more uncertain 
of getting it Slump follows boom with regu- 
larity and at ever-shortening intervals. 

At the same time, knowledge of the value 
of the architect’s work is spreading, though 
the angle from which this value is viewed 
varies widely. The focus of private practice 
has shifted to commercial work. The large 
country house has become only a pleasant 
memory. Houses costing more than £5,000 
are now a rarity. On the other hand, a huge 
demand for small houses costing between £400 
and £1,000 is only now showing signs of 
being satisfied. The scandal of the slums has 
become so blatant that it can no longer be 
ignored. The leaven of Socialism has worked 
sufficiently to produce a demand for increased 
social services and educational facilities. 

These changes in conditions have, naturally, 
produced profound reactions in architectural 
practice. Commefcial work is on a larger 
scale than-pre-War practice, and yields much 
higher fees in proportion to the labour in- 
volved. Commercial clients, drawn from a 
class very different from clients before the 
War, regard their buildings largely as adver- 
tisenients, which ‘must. therefore out-stare 
their neighbours, and help in winning a share 
of the dwindling business available. A: large 
number of men have been attracted into the 
architectural profession by the high fees ob- 
tainable from this work, Their mentality is 
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wholly opposed to the professional idea, the 
desire to do a job well for its own sake, 
because one likes it, without regard for the 
financial return, provided one .can earn a 
decent living. These men seldom have archi- 
tectural ability or interest in the work. But 
they are ‘‘ good’ business men,’’ a euphemism 
for lack of scruples in obtaining work and a 
flair for toadying and touting. Their men- 
tality is in complete accord with that of the 
commercial community, and they are there- 
fore far more successful in securing jobs in 
this field than what I will call real architects. 
_ Suburban building development after the 
War offered an opportunity to architects 
which they foolishly lost.. The mirage of the 
country-house tradition blinded them, and 
they scorned the effort of converting the 
speculative: builder to the virtue and advan- 
tage of laying out estates arfd designing 
houses properly. When builders discovered 
that the label “‘ architect-designed "’ added to 
the selling value of houses, the unqualified 


architect, who had never been before a serious 


problem, stepped into the breach left un- 
defended by the real architect. Operating on 
a smaller. scale, he employed the same methods 
as his big brother, the ‘‘ business architect.” 
Builders, who had little discrimination in such 
matters, were only too pleased to secure the 
desired label at much lower fees. When the 
teal architect. at last awoke to his respon- 
sibilities and to the chance he had lost, he 
had great difficulty in persuading the builder 
to believe in his virtues; and now that he is 
enjoving some success, there are signs that 
the demand for small houses is ending. 

Even the field of commercial practice is 
beginning to contract. As industry proceeds 
towards monopolisation, and commercial 
building comes under more central control, 
many firms are finding it economical to 
employ salaried architects. 


Official Architectural Departments. 

At the same time, local authorities and cer- 
tain Government Departments are carrying 
out programmes of building for the com- 
munity, Post Office buildings, schools, slum- 
clearance and rebuilding, hospitals, libraries, 
and so on, programmes which are only in 
their infancy and show every sign of continu- 
ing and developing. They have found it- con- 
venient to establish permanent architectural 
staffs, who can work in close contact with 
their other departments, and this system is 
so much more economical than that of employ- 
ing private practitioners that they can offer 
salaries and conditions which are increasingly 
attracting the best typeof architect, .who 
before the War would have automatically 
entered private practice. oe ae: 
' Simultaneously with these. developments 
there has been a change in the means and 
conditions of entry into the profession. Most 
men, before the War, started by serving 
articles in offices. During the last tweniy 
years, however, this system has declined. A 
tendency is increasing to attend architectural 
schools, which have been established widely 
from Plymouth to Aberdeen. After a course 
at one.of these schools, usually lasting five 
years, a student having passed examinations, 
and had one year’s office experience, can apply 
for election as a qualified architect. Since 
the War, opportunities abroad, which were 
once available for large.numbers of educated 
young men, have dwindled, and this is partly 
responsible for a large increase in the number 
of entrants into the professions, including 
architecture. The overcrowding has been 
increased by the facilities provided by the 
secondary schools and evening schools for 
poorer boys to compete for the same work. — 

The .future of . architectural _ practice 


‘obviously. depends on the political future. If 


Socialism replaced Capitalism in this country 
the future would be. more hopeful than it is 
likely to be, in fact, for. many years, because 
the volume of work of all kinds which is 
necessary. to make full use of modern pro- 
ductive capacity,-which cannot be attempted 
by Capitalism, is. so. vast that, if. it was car- 
ried out by a Socialist régime, there would be 
little question of overcrowding in any occupa- 
tion, professional or otherwise. 
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There seems little immediate hope of such 
a change, however, and we must reckon with 
the continuation of the present system for 
the time being. But I believe that the change 
to Socialism will eventually happen and the 
implications of such a change must be borne 
in mind. I shall discuss the immediate future 
as far as it can be foreseen, but I shall also 
make a suggestion for completely reorganising 
architectural practice, which I believe would 
solve most of the existing difficulties of the 
profession and would be of immense benefit 
to the community. It would result ina sys- 
tem perfectly practicable under modern con- 
ditions, but with the great advantage of being 
easily adaptable to socialist conditions. 


So long as Capitalism survives, the alterna- 
tion of slump and boom will continue. Indus- 
try will continue its course of concentration 
into monopolies. The fight for international 
markets, which are essential if Capitalism is 
not to collapse, will inevitably lead to more 
wars (if it leads to another general explosion 
the future of the’ assistant will be of little

The Assistant’s Alternatives. 


Present tendencies in architectural practice 
will continue and intensify. The assistant, 
assuming that he is what I have called a 
real architect, has two alternatives before 
him. -He may choose to remain in private 
offices. If he works for the better sort of 
architect, he must resign himself to the small 
salaries this hard-pressed section of the pro- 
fession can pay. He will alternate between 
periods of work at high pressure, including 
probably overtime for which he will not be 
paid, and periods of demoralising idleness 
during slumps, when he will be very lucky 
if he even retains employment. If he has a 
substantial private income he may succeed 
in establishing an office for himself, but his 
earnings are most unlikely to be more than 
an addition to his private income; they will 
not provide a reliable livelihood. If he 
enters the employment of business architects, 
he has practically no hope of practising inde- 
pendently, even if he has the mental and 
moral equipment. The business architect will 
decrease in numbers as his office increases in 
size. Even to-day, staffs of forty and fifty 
are becoming common. The assistant’s only 
hope will rest in the chance of being taken 
into partnership, a hope which will decrease 
as do the number of independent establish- 
ments. He may find more hope of higher- 
paid posts in the staffs of the commercial 
firms, but these offices, specialising as they 
do in work which is not inspiring in its 
motives, are unlikely to be congenial to any 
man genuinely interested in his profession. — 
- The only thing the assistant can do for his 
own benefit is to organise on trade union 
lines to extort the best terms he can from 
his employers. His power of doing this will 
be limited. because the real architect will be 
unable to pay more, if as much as he can 
‘to-day, while the business architect, with 
whom profits are paramount, will quickly 
take advantage of any plethora of assistants 
to repudiate agreements made under condi- 
tions favourable to his staff, and to discharge 
any men who protest. ; 

If, alternatively, the assistant enters pub- 
lic service, he has considerably better pros- 

Local authorities are undertaking an 
increasing variety of work, and unless he 
remains with one of a few large authorities, 
where the work is specialised, his job will be 
quite as varied as in most private ‘offices. 
The salaries paid, if uneven, are as high as 
private architects can pay, and he has the 

t of a pension when he retires, and 
other advantages. A large and increasing 
number of authorities are employing archi- 
tects as officers independent of their engi- 
neers and suryeyors, and, although they have 
their failings, committees are more likely to 
listen to their architects, as technical experts, 
than is the typical private client, who 
‘knows what he likes.”” Lastly, the official 
architect, if he is a Socialist, as are the 
majority of the younger men adopting this 
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work, has the satisfaction of knowing that 
his work is done for the community, and not 
for a small section of it. 


Conditions of Employment. 


There is, nevertheless, much to be done in 
improving the conditions of official employ- 
ment. Architects are still too commonly 
regarded as officials inferior to men of other 
professions, even where they are not actually 
subordinate to them, and assistants are too 
often regarded as a kind of ‘‘ drawing 
clerk.’’ Architects’ departments are inter- 
fered with too much by other departments. 
These defects can be remedied by propa- 
ganda, by the efforts of individual chief 
architects, but above all, by organisation. 
Other professions, such as medicine, have 
succeeded by organisation and a high stan- 
dard of qualification, in securing recognition 
of status and levels of salary proportionate 
to their responsibilities. Architects can do 
likewise, if they will organise. The indivi- 
dual character of their work must be recog- 
nised, senior assistants must be allowed to 
carry their jobs right through, including anv 
necessary interviews with committees or with 
other officers or outside authorities. They 
must be allowed to run their: departments ‘as 
architects’ offices, and not as if their staffs 
were a species of superior clerks. Their work 
must be recognised as being of equal impor- 
tance with any other department. Salaries 
and pensions should be standardised within 
reasonable limits, on a national basis, so that 
assistants have opportunities to work where 
they like, and to change their jobs for ex- 
perience, if they wish. Organised influence 
can, and should, be used on the Government 
and local authorities with a view to official 
building programmes being planned over long 
periods, so that the slumps and booms of 
Capitalism will not again be made the excuse 
for disgraceful panics. 

There is, however, a possible reorganisa- 
tion of architectural practice which will be 
called revolutionarv. and is so. It is none 
the less practicable. Indeed, the only 
obstacle to it, which I do not belittle, is 
psychological, not practical. 


Architecture a National Service. 


Architecture should become a national 
service. I do not mean a Government depart- 
ment. The proposal is based on an appre- 
ciation of the present difficulties of the 
profession and of the deep-rooted trouble 
from which the community suffers to-day 
due to general lack of planning, bad design, 
and shoddy building. The average standard 
would be incalculably higher if all planning, 
design and building were compulsorily car- 
ried out under the supervision of qualified 
architects collaborating with engineers and 
surveyors where necessary. 

In existing conditions, the chief obstacle 
to carrying through any such reform is 
(apart from ignorance of the function of 
architects, which is a matter of education) 
the level of fees charged by the private 
architect. These fees, even when they under- 
cut the scale maintained by the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, are ultimately de- 
rived from that scale. The scale itself is 
calculated to provide a private architect with 
an adeqnate income, assuming that he secures 
a fair share of the limited field of activity 
left to him. oe 

At present, what happens is that a few 
business architects earn very large incomes, 
by virtue of the fact that they do not really 
practise architecture. They employ a large 
and increasing number of architects, who 
would be capable, in different circumstances, 
of working as principals. In addition, there 
is the large body of real architects whose 
abilities are to a great extent wasted, because 
they cannot obtain sufficient work to occupy 
them. It is therefore obvious that, with 
proper organisation, the profession could 
cope with a vastly greater volume of work 
than it actually does. It has been calculated, 


however, that architects are only responsible 


for about 10 per cent. of the building “done 
in England. Obviously, if architects were 
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responsible for all this work, there would 
be no question of overcrowding in the pro- 
fession, and the fees on individual jobs 
could be so much reduced as to form a 
negligible proportion of the total cost. The 
problem is how to reconcile these factors, 


A Suggested Solution. 

I suggest that ‘the following is a practi- 
cable solution. © 

First of all, no unqualified architect should 

be allowed to practise as a principal. Recent 
events in Parliament show that this step is 
within measureable distance of fulfilment, 
_ Secondly, the country should be divided 
into convenient areas. Those covered by the 
provincial societies allied to the R.I'B.A. 
might be taken as a basis. A committee 
would be appointed for each area, composed 
of representatives of the various interests 
concerned—architects, builders, the central 
authority (which would, of course, be neces- 
sary), the public and others.. Anyone intend- 
ing to build would apply to this committee, 
which would keep a register of all architects 
working as principals in the area. The work 
could then be allotted so as to provide each 
principal with as much work as he could 
cope with. F 

It would be found, I believe, that the fees 
necessary: would be very small. These would 
be paid into a national fund, through the 
local gommittees, which would be used to pay 
all architects definite incomes based on their 
respective positions. 

The advantages of the scheme, in addition 
to the fact that the present spoliation of 
England. would be stopped, and the whole 
architectural profession fully occupied in 
stopping it, are many. The business archi- 
tect would disappear, because the attraction 
of the profession for him would be, removed. 
The real architect would come into his own. 
He would, I believe, be only too gladao be 
able to devote his time to his work, secure 
of his livelihood, free to make his own 
friends without ulterior motive, free of the 
necessity for wasting time and money. enter- 
taining people he may dislike and despise, 
and all the other degrading expedients forced 
on him under present conditions. 

The assistant’s position would he enor- 
mously improved. It would probably be 
necessary to have some special qualification 
for becoming a principal, and his admission 
as such would have to be dependent in some 
way on the volume of work available. But 
these are matters of detail. The essential is 
that the chances of attaining such a position 
would be immeasurably better than they are 
now or can ever be again under present con- 
ditions, while so long as he remained an 
assistant he would have the assurance of.a 
proper salary scale and pensions scheme, the 
latter being operated by the central autho- 
rity in the same way as the salaries. 

There is no reason why official architects 
should. not be orgamsed under the same 
scheme. Indeed, it is desirable that they 
should be. They would thus recover their 
independence, loss of which is one of the 
chief criticisms made of the existing system. 

I believe that some such reorganisation of 
the profession is not only. possible but 
necessary. Otherwise, I believe that the 
business architect will ultimately kill private 
practice by discrediting it, industry will rely 
on salaried staff architects for its work, the 
real architect will be finally driven out of 
practice, the small residue which he still 
secures at present will fall into the hands of 
the builder’s draughtsman, and the profes- 
sion will survive as a body of architects em- 
ployed by official bodies, a most undesirable 
consummation.

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THE POWERS OF THE 
‘QUANTITY SURVEYOR—VI

. THE QUANTITY SURVEYOR UNDER THE 

1931 FORM OF BUILDING CONTRACT. 

Hirnzrto we have béen concerned chiefly 
with. the eraployment of a quantity surveyor 

in connection with bills of quantities, and we 
have explained the liability imposed upon the 
quantity surveyor in connection with their 

tion. But very frequently the services 
of the quantity surveyor are required in con- 
nection with measurements required by the 
architect for the purpose of giving interim 
certificates and in the final adjustment of 
accounts prior to the issue of the final certifi- 
cate. We shall now consider the position of 
the quantity surveyor when employed for 
these purposes. 

It should be clearly understood that the 
responsibility for the issue of these certificates 
rests upon the architect who, under the build- 
ing contract, certifies amounts due to the con- 
tractor (and the sub-contractor under the 
sub-contract) from the employer. Unless the 
contract itself provides that the architect has 
power to call in the assistance of a quantity 
surveyor to ‘‘ measure up’’ work done, and 
also provides for the payment of the surveyor, 
then if the architect employs one without 
such authority, he himself is responsible for 
him. In a word, unless authorised, an archi- 
tect is not entitled to employ a quantity sur- 
veyor for the purposes above. indicated, or 
for the measurement of. ‘‘ extras” in con- 
nection with a building or engineering con- 
tract, and if he does so without authorisation, 
he must pay him. 

It must be remembered that under the con- 
tract the architect or engineer is the certifier, 
not the quantity surveyor, and that the archi- 
tect or engineer cannot delegate his duty to 
the extent of avoiding his liability; and, as 
certifier, he is liable for the accuracy of the 
measurements of the quantity surveyor made’ 
in such circumstances. 

Many building and engineering contracts 
do not contain any authorisation for the em- 
ployment ofa quantity surveyor, but, as we 
shall see, the” 1931 Form of Building Contract 
includes a provision (i.e., clause 10) for the 
ascertainment of extras, omissions and varia- 
tions. Under this clause it is definitely pro- 
vided that the measurement of extras, etc., 
is a matter for the quantity surveyor named 
in the Articles of Agreement, but he must 
give the contractor an opportunity of being 
on the works with him and taking any notes 
and measurements that he may require. A 
copy of the measured bill must be supplied 
to the contractor on or before the date of the 
architect’s certification in respect of such 
extras and omissions, and the clause sets out 
important and detailed rules for their valua- 
tion. It should be appreciated, however, 
that the provisions of clause 10 of the 1931 
Form do not apply to ‘‘ extra work,” that is, 
work which is totally outside of and is not 
contemplated by the contract. What is meant 
by an “extra” under this clause will be 
shortly considered. 

Above, we pointed out that if an architect, 
without any authorisation under the contract, 
makes use of the services of a quantity sur- 
veyor, he, as certifier, could not rid himself of 
his contractual liability for the accuracy of 

é@ measurements. Under clause 10, however, 
the duty is cast upon the quantity surveyor 
of measuring the extras, omissions and varia- 
tions, which, as is stated in the clause itself, 
‘are not to vitiate the contract. In this case 
the responsibility for the accuracy of the 
measurements rests with the quantity sur- 

_Yevor and not the architect, and under the 
931 Form of Contract the quantity surveyor, 

e the architect, is definitely named in the 
Articles of Agreement. (Clause 4 of the 
Articles, after naming him, provides for his 
Successor after his death, or in the event of 
mm ceasing to be surveyor, viz., his successor 


ee 
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is to be such mn as is nominated for that 
purpose, by the employer or the architect on 
his behalf, but he is not to be a person to 
whom the contractor shall object for reasons 
considered to be sufficient by the arbitrator 
mentioned in the.contract.) Hence, under the 
1931 Form of Building Contract the surveyor 
is the agent of the employer under the con- 
tract for those matters as have been called 
attention to. 

It should be noted, however, that while 
clause 10 of the 1931 Form provides for the 
services of a quantity surveyor in ascertaining 
the price, etc., for extras, omissions and varia- 
tions authorised by the architect, the clause 
makes no mention of a similar employment 
in the case of interim measurements and their 
valuation. The clause provides that measure- 
ment and valuation of the works are to be 
completed within the ‘period of final 
measurements ’’ stated in the appendix to the 
contract (or within three months of the com- 
pletion of the works if not stated). It further 
provides that interim measurements and 
valuations are to be made whenever necessary 
to enable the architect to issue certificates 
under clause 25 of the contract. 


The omission of the surveyor’s name 18 
noticeable. If the architect makes use of his 
services as a consultant or otherwise in 
measuring, etc., for interim and final certifi- 
cates, the question arises as to whether he is 
employed by the building owner under the 
contract, or whether-he is employed by the 
architect himself, upon whom in such case 
would rest the liability, for any work he may 
perform. In this connection, also, it should 
be noted that clause 11 of the 1931 Form of 
Building Contract, which deals with bills of 
quantities, provides only for the fees ‘of the 
quantity surveyor in preparing bills of quan- 
tities and his expenses (if any) therein, as 
well as those for measuring and' valuing extras 
and omissions under clause 11. As to the 
liability for these fees under the alternative 
sub-clauses (A) and (B) we shall have some- 
thing to say later. 


An architect or engineer, we may repeat. 
has an implied and general authority to exceed 
his express authority in accordance with the 
usage and customs in vogue in the place of 
his employment. But he should be careful to 
inform his emplover of the existence of a 
custom, particularly one that the employer 
might consider unreasonable, and make its 
acceptance or otherwise a term of the contract. 
But the existence of a custom, it should be 
particularly noted, is a matter to be settled 
by a court of law. Apart from custom, as 
we have already said, the power of an archi- 
tect to emplov a quantity surveyor may be 
express or implied. It can be fairly assumed, 
however, -that the employment of the quan- 
tity surveyor by the architect for the purpose 
of measurements for certificates is implied 
from what goes before in the clause of the 
1931 Form of Building- Contract referred to, 
in which case the surveyor’s fee would be 
dealt with under one-or other of the alterna- 
tive swb-clauses of clause 11.

President’s Speech. 

The Presrpent then rose again. ‘‘ This 
is the first occasion,’”’ he said, ‘‘so far as 
this Association is concerned, for a local 
government servant to have the honour of 
‘proposing the toast of ‘The Local Gévern- 
ment Authorities in Hampshire and the Isle 
oi Wight.’ It gives me special pleasure to 
do this, because in a personal experience of 
nearly forty years it has become my privilege 
to serve a borough and a county borough, as 
well as a County Council, and now, as Presi- 
dent of this Association, I have the oppor- 
tunity of speaking for over 360 architects, 
and telling you on their behalf how gratified 
they are that at least.ten local authorities 
in Hampshire and the Isle of Wight have 
sought and employed their voluntary services 
im connection with the duties being performed 
under Section 12 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, which as most of you know, 
gives power to local authorities to control 
to a limited extent the appearance of build- 
ings within their respective districts. Our 
members ‘are ‘helping these authorities in 
various ways, which have been seme 


arranged to meet their several needs, 
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am sure members would think me lacking in 
my pleasant duty if I did not take this oppor- 
tunity of thanking very warmly. all those 
authorities who have been kind enough to send 
letters of appreciation of the work we have done 
for them, particularly in specially difficult and 
delicate problems. So far as I am aware, on 
no occasion have our members let an 
authority down. Long may this happy state 
of things continue. I feel sure you will agree 
that qualified and registered architects look 
forward to the time when public opinion will 
have advanced sufficiently to insist on their 
representatives upon local authorities, as well 
as in Parliament, seeing that architectural 
work, upon which the appearance of our 
towns and countryside depends so much, is 
carried out from beginning to end by qualified 
architects who are specially trained for the 
job and should rightly be responsible for it. 
May I say that our views, as architects, upon 
the work of local authorities are constructive 
rather than destructive? We appreciate the 
immense amount of time and thought which 
they give to public affairs in our interests as 
“ects being and we desire to serve them and 
help them with the architectural work more 
in the future than we have in-the past.”’ 

The BrisHop or WINCHESTER proposed the 
toast ‘“‘ The Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects and its Allied Societies.” 

Mr. H. §. GoopHart-Renpex, P.R.I.B.A., 
responding, referred tothe increasing respon- 
sibility of the Council he had the honour to 
represent, as the trustees éf national architec- 
tural wealth, actual and potential. It was their 
duty to produce the best architects they could, 
and the best architects could result only from 
placing the right men in the right job. He 
spoke of the importance of the competitive 
principle, which had produced the leading 
men in the profession, and said that the main- 
tenance and extension of the competitive 
system’ was the Institute’s duty. He also 
dealt with the subject of Registration, and 
urged members to do their hest to get Mem- 
bers of Parliament to support the present 
Bill, which would secure that the public 
should know who was a qualified architect 
and who was not. 

Mr. Incatton Sanpers, F.R.I.B.A., pro- 
posed the toast of ‘‘ The Building Trades," 
and Mr. J. S. Smarzspone, president of the 
Southern Counties Federation of Building 
Trade Employers responded. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Guests’’ was proposed 
by Mr. C. Loverr Guu, F.R.LB.A., and 
responded to by Mr. Sypney TarcuHe.t, 
F.R.1.B.A., chairman of the Architects” 
Registration Council of the United Kingdom, 
who spoke on the Registration Bill. The Bill, 
he said, sought to change voluntary registra- 
tion into compulsory registration, but would

Contractors and Lists of Tenders.

~is not under any obligation to give one. It 


follows that contractors are not entitled to 
receive a list. of tenders before signing the

Wood Floors. 
[Answer To “‘ Anta,” Fesruary 11.] 

Smr,—Although your _ correspondent’s 
method of laying floor-boards on a solid type 
floor is often practised with good results, 
these solid type floors are not always satis- 
factory, for unless the breeze-concrete base is 
perfectly level the floor-boards are not con- 
sistently ‘‘ bedded”? in the bitumen, and 
stagnant air-pockets between boards and 
bitumen-coated breeze concrete are a source of 
dry rot in course of time. Morgeyer, a bitu- 
men layer may remain slightl¥plastic and 
affect the flooring. For a sound job, flooring 
43 in. or 1 in. thick should be laid direct on 
to joists. With regard to the remarks that 
nails are liable to corrode when they protrude 
through the breeze concrete, this objection 
can easily be overcome by using galvanised 
(preferably hot-dip zinc-coated) nails.

Cutting Horizontal D.P.C. by Saw.

Srr,—This method would appear to be one 
which would make the thorough. pinning-in 
of the dampcourse very difficult to carry out. 
A fraction of an inch settlement would be 
sufficient to cause cracks in the building. Per- 
sonally, I believe the best dampcotirse for cut- 
ting and pinning-in is two courses of blue 
bricks in cement, which make up the space of 
the bricks removed, leave room for efficient 
grouting and pinning-up and give a margin 
of error in level. SuPERVISION. 

Asbestos Bungalows. 

[Answer To ‘‘ H B.,”’ Fesrvary 4.] 

Sm,—Your correspondent does not state 
whether the asbestos cement sheets on the 
bungalow are of the plain variety, or whether 
they are corrugated sheets, However, if 
there are no defects in the asbestos material, 
and the purchase price is considered reason- 
able, I would advise an immediate purchase, 
as standard asbestos cemen’. sheets do not 
require painting or any other treatment, 80 
that maintenance cost need not be considered 
for many years. Moreover, it is immune 
from rot and damp, and unaffected either by 
sea-air or climatic changes. If the bungalow 
roof is covered with either asbestos cement 
pantiles or corrugated sheeting, one has 4

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NEW MODEL BUILDING 
BY-LAWS 


-pISCUSSION AT ROYAL SANITARY 
INSTITUTE. 


Tua Ministry of Health New Model 
Building By-laws were the subject of dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 8, following the reading of two 
papers by Mr. E. H. Ford, M.Inst.C.E., 
F.R.San.I., City Engineer, Coventry, and 
Mr, W. N. David, F.R.San.I., Sanitary 
Inspector, Hoddesdon U.D.C. 


Mr. W. T. Creswell, K.C., Vice-President, 
who presided, said Mr, Ford would deal with 
the engineering aspect of the By-laws and Mr. 
David would discuss them so far as they would 
affect sanitary inspectors. Model by-laws 
were no new things; ever since the Public 
Health Act, 1875, to which he had often 
referred as being the bible of public health, 
model by-laws had been in existence. He was 
not giving figures, but he would say that 
those model by-laws had resulted in much 
amendment, almost yearly; often arising out 
of local Acts of Parliament in which special 
features had been introduced, and, of course, 
many of the amending Acts. Even the Public 
Health Act, 1936, under which the Model 
By-laws they.were discussing that evening 
were introduced, embodied recent Statutes. 
He would remind them that the 1875 Act 
consolidated some 22 Statutes, and that Act 
was enacted in furtherance of Disraeli’s 
famous slogan, ‘‘ Sanitas sanitatum, omnia 
sanitas,’’ which meant, literally, ‘‘To the 
healthy all. things are healthy.’”’ The Act of 
1936 provided for by-laws of authorities 
being kept up to date; if they looked at 
Section 68 of the Act they would find that 
even existing by-laws were defunct in 1939, 
and, moreover, by that same Section of the 
Act, by-laws must be revised at the expiration 
of 10 years. 

“In the by-laws much is made of what is 
known as British Standard Specifications, 
and rightly so, but, on the other hand, if you 
look through the by-laws you will find that 
there is a Jot left very wide and open, and 
which might lead to litigation.” 

Concluding, the Chairman said that there 
was a similar Act passed in London and in 
force in 1936. There they had gone much 
further with general by-laws; recently some 
had been issued respecting the use of timber 
in buildings, and they wanted. some under- 
standing, even by the engineer and the archi- 
tect. He would have to be a mathematician. 

Before going into a detailed résumé and 
criticism of the By-laws, Mr. Ford made a 
number of general remarks, and stated that 
the new model read more like a specification 
than a legal document for enforcement of 
penalties. This was probably inevitable owing 
to the terms of the principal Act. 

Another point was that many samples of 
materials would have to be taken and 
laboratory tests made; also building inspectors 
would become clerks of works to a degree 
rather depending on the keenness of the local 


authority in seeing that the by-laws were 
compli with. n most authorities the 
present staffs could not do the work 


adequately. In addition, the work of instal- 
ling fittings and drainage demanded notices 
to the surveyor to the council, both in respect 
to old and new buildings. Much of this work 
of inspection had been done in the past by 
the sanitary inspectors (existing buildings 
especially), and there would have to be 
co-operation and a settlement of procedure 
etween medical officers and engineers in the 
larger local authorities and county boroughs. 
In the course of his general remarks, Mr. 
David said even though the by-laws left 
nothing to be desired, the question of effec- 
five administration arose and that partly 
turned upon the adequacy of staff; as it 
was the intention of the Minister to apply 
& common code of by-laws throughout the 
country, it was possible that pressure would 
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be exerted to secure uniformity of adminis- 
tration. 

The substitution of a single code of by- 
laws, to operate throughout the country in 
lieu of the former separate urban, interme- 
diate and rural series, was a step forward. 


Those colleagues of-his who had had to 
serve notices on properties built since the 
War, which were brought into their districts 
at the last revision of boundaries, would, he 
felt sure, cordially welcome this proposal. 
But whilst it was realised that no set of 
by-laws could deal with every detail of 
dwelling-house construction, there were still 
some matters which were omitted from, or 
inadequately treated in, the present model. 


In the course of the discussion which fol- 
lowed the reading of the papers, Mr. C. 
Rotanp Woops, a member of the Committee 
which advised the Minister in the prepara- 
tion of the by-laws, said that from the way 
the lecturers had spoken he gathered that 
Mr. David, on the whole, praised the by-laws, 
and that Mr. Ford was slightly critical. Mr. 
Creswell mentioned the London by-laws, 
which were very detailed, dnd compared them 
with the Ministry of Health by-laws. In 
making such a comparison there was a funda- 
mental difference between the method of con- 
trolling building-in London and the method 
under the Ministry of Health system. In 
London we had a detailed set of by-laws 
which were, in fact, specifications; it was a 
rigid system with powers of waiver. Under 
the Ministry of Health they had another 
method, for the by-laws gave local authori- 
ties very wide powers as to what should be 
required, and details were provided by 
British Standard Specifications or the like. 
In the next few years it was going to be 
interesting to see which method was to be 
the more effective. Mr. Ford said that 
the authorities were asked to say which by- 
laws they were going to accept. Now there 
was only one set, and the local authority was 
asked which by-laws it wanted from those. 
Mr. Ford said he saw difficulties ahead in 
this section. The speaker did. not, the point 
being that where there were three series, 1.¢., 
urban, semi-rural, and rural, and each was 
water-tight, a local authority might find that 
no one of the three was completely ‘suitable. 
But where there was one set and the local 
authority could choose individual British 
Standard Spécifications, then it was more 
likely that the local authority would get the 
series which was completely applicable to its 
own circumstances. 

‘* Mr. Ford also referred to the tremendous 
amount of work that will be thrown on 
the building inspector of a local authority in 
carrying out a detailed set of by-laws,’’ con- 
tinued the speaker. ‘‘ The Minister of Health 
indicates that if the local authority accepts 
the by-laws, then it must he -prepared to 
employ an adequate staff, and I do not think 
an institution of this kind ought to object 
to that. But I have suggested to the Minister 
of Health that in respect of small local 
authorities where there is need to exercise 
special detailed supervision over work in 
hand and where the local authority has neither 
the need nor the finance to employ a permanent, 
building inspector, there might be a panel of 
building or sanitary inspectors or engineering 
experts from which the local authority can 
take a man, at a fee, to supervise the work.” 

With regard to the space about buildings, 
he felt certain that the Minister had in mind 
that town planning would look after that 
question. He hoped to have the opportunity 
of suggesting to the Minister of Health that 
the work of the By-laws Department of the 
Ministry and of the Research Station of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research should be closely linked in such a 
way that the architect or builder need go 
to onlv one denartment to get all the informa- 
tion he needed about building. 


Mr. A. Hurp. of Lexden and Winstree 
R.D.C:, ‘said he thought that some provision 
should be made in the by-laws to prevent the 
the erection of water closets entered direct from 
the living room. Nothing conld be more dis- 
gusting in workmen’s dwellings than to have 





water closets connected with the living rooms 
in that manner. 

_. Mr. E, G. Attzn, of the Town Planning 
Institute, said that with regard to the work 
which would devolve upon local surveyors, 
he thought it was a serious matter, and he 
did not feel that the Research Station could 
help much, for adequate. supervision. over 
work needed constant and repeated visits to 
the site. ‘ 

Mr. H. Symon, of the Ministry of Health, 
said that to put into effect certain suggestions 
for compulsory provisions. would require 
extra statutory powers to be sought from 
Parliament. Any reasonable proposals sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Health would receive 
careful and sympathetic consideration. 


NOTES ON ESTIMATING 
FOR BUILDERS’ WORK—VII

The above are approximate prices for 
reasonable quantities of asphalt work and 
would - probably cover Seyssel, _ Limmer, 
Sicilian and other good asphalts, which would 
be guaranteed for three years. Asphalt is a 
fairly good material for dampcourse, and if 
laid by a first-class firm is usually satisfactory. 
Instances’ have occurred where the heat of 
the sun on the brickwork has saftened the 
asphalt and caused it to squeeze out, allow- 
ing the brickwork over to move bodily for- 
ward. The foundation for asphalt paving is 
usually a screed of Portland cement and sand. 
Most asphalters refuse to lay their material 
on a screed of coke breeze. There is no extra 
charge for laying asphalt on boarding. The 
objection is that the heat of the sun usually 
causes the boards to twist or become uneven, 
and the asphalt-cracks. This can be obviated 
by laying the asphalt on thin expanded metal 
at a very small extra charge (if any) for 
labour, the expanded metal, of course, being 
additional. Some firms prefer to use felt 
(either inodorous or tarred) instead of ex- 

anded metal. Where concrete flat roofs are 
ikely to crack, it is advisable to fix a layer 
of thin felt on the concrete before ly peo. 4 
so that any movement of concrete at this point 
will not cause cracks in asphalt. 

The joints of brickwork must be raked out 
(when work is press by the builder to receive 
vertical asphalt. e joints are then primed 
with asphalt and the whole surface covered 
with two coats which finish about } in. thick. 
If it is thicker than 3 in. it is usually unsatis- 
factory and it is apt to bulge. Asphalt is 
simply a waterproofing material and has little 
strength of its own, and where used to cover 
the whole area of the site to prevent flooding 
of basements, etc., it is necessary to weight 
down the asphalt dampcourse with a loading 
coat of 6 in.or 9 in. of concrete to stop any 
pressure of water bursting up the asphalt. 
Asphalters expect ladders, scaffolding and 
hoisting tackle to be provided for them, and 
the estimator should add on about 2} per cent. 
for these facilities. 
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PREFABRICATED 


A NEw method of house construction, in- 
volving the use of prefabricated material 
and reducing the ordinary building schedule 
from one of weeks to a matter of days, has 
just been introduced into the erection of two 
special houses at Clough-road, Hull. One 
house has been finished complete, and the 
other has been left in such a condition inside 
that the whole fabric may be closely studied 
by anyone interested. hey are to be re- 
tained as show houses for some time to come. 

The method of construction is based upon 
the use of standardised wall sections, the 
result being that when once the foundations 
have been Said the rest of the house can be 
completed in a minimum of time. The 
saving involved may readily be seen in the 
building schedule of the two houses in 


question. 
On Monday, January 24, foundations, 
drains, footpaths, etc., having been com- 


pleted, work was started at 8 o'clock on the 
9-in. concrete party wall. This was con- 
structed of pre-cast concrete blocks contain- 
ing a percentage of ‘“ Lignacrete,’’ a sub- 
stance which adds to the insulating quali- 
ties and permits the driving of nails into the 
blocks. The blocks were laid with the assis- 
tance of a light hand-crane which had pre- 
viously been mounted in the centre of the 
foundations of house No. 2. Profiles had 
been erected previous to construction in 
order to ensure the perfect alignment of the 
party wall. 

At 10 a.m. the erection of the exterior 
wall sections of house Nv. 1 was begun. 
This was completed by 11.15. The first-floor 
joists were then put into position, and at 
2.55 p.m. the crane was moved from its 
original position in the foundations of house 
No. 2 to a new position on the first floor of 
house No. 1: Work was then started on the 
upper part of house No. 2. By 5 o'clock 
the wall sections of both houses had been 
completed to the first floor; construction 
then proceeded in accordance with the 
following schedule :— 

* January 25.—Second-floor section finished. 

January 26.—Gutters and roof-boards com- 
pleted. 

January 27.—Chimney stack and bedroom 
floors of one house completed. 

January 28.—All floors in one house com- 
pleted. 

January 29.—Plumbing, 
and tiling finished. 

January 31.—Weather-boarding and fall 
pipes completed. 

February 1.—All plaster work finished. 

February 2.—All work finished except 
painting. ; 

February 3.—Painter completes. 

February 4.—House cleaned up and furni- 
ture installed.

CONSTRUCTION. 


Both houses were thus completed exter- 
nally, and one house was made ready for 
occupation, in eleven working days. ~In no 
sense can they be regarded as temporary 
structures. We are informed that the life 
of their essential parts, making due allow- 
ance for reasonable wear and tear, can be 
estimated at 200 years. 

The main feature of the construction is a 
43-in. wall composed of 3-in. plank, external

weather-boarding and under-felting between. 
A j-in. air space and #-in. plaster board 
complete the interior finish. A wall of this 
type is claimed to have good insulating 
qualities, and the walls are said never to be 
cold enough to collect moisture by condensa- 
tion. The house is habitable as soon as 
erected. 
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The houses are finished to the first-flog 
level with prime clear western red ¢eday 
weatherboarding, untreated, but fixed with 
galvanised nails. The upper storey jg 
covered with 8-in. vertical boards ang 
battens. This is not, however, the only 
kind of external finish available, as various 
types of weather-boarding can be used either 
horizontally or vertically, or the whole ex. 
terior may be covered ‘with shingles or with 
weather-boarding in combination. Thug ip 
any scheme where all the houses are of the 
same plan, variety may be introduced by the 
use of different exterior finishes. 

An additional advantage in a house cop- 
structed on the above principle is low cost 
of upkeep.. The timber used—western red 
cedar—is claimed to be immune from qd 
rot, to be vermin-proof, and able to be left 
exposed to the elements without paint or 
preservative of any kind. It is claimed that 
good insulating qualities make the house 
easy to heat in winter and equally easy to 
keep cool in summer. - Houses of this type 
are well adapted for rural:areas where 
skilled labour is scarce and bricks and brick- 
layers may be difficult to obtain. It. may 
also be pointed out that a solid timber wall 
has good fire-resisting qualities. 


SLUM CLEARANCE AND 
REHOUSING 


Tue most recent figures issued by the 
Ministry of Health showing the position of 
slum clearance and rehousing are summarised 
as follows :— 

CLEARANCE AREAS AND ORrpERS.—During 
December local authorities declared areas 
comprising 4,734 houses representing the dis- 
placement of 17,366 persons, as compared with 
5,158 houses and a displacement of 20,448 
persons in November. The Orders submitted 
during December covered 3,855 houses and 
the displacement of 15,079 persons, as com- 
pared with 6,277 houses and the displacement 
of 29,207 persons in November. The Orders 
confirmed during December covered 3,587 
houses and 13,781 persons as compared with 
4,297 houses and 16,584 persons in November. 
The total number of houses in confirmed 
Orders is now 171,045, involving the displace- 
ment of 729,109 persons. 

Renousinc Procress.—The latest available 
figures are those for November. At the end 
of that month there were 71,025 houses under 
construction as compared with 71,620 at the 
end of October and 71,554 at the end of Sep- 
tember; 6,809 houses were completed during 
November as compared with 7,347 during 
October and 6,908 during September. ° The 
great majority of these houses are being 
provided for rehousing persons displaced in 
connection with slum clearance schemes. _New 
houses approved during December numbered 
8,742 as compared with 7,065 in November 
and 4,876 in October.

The Housing Bill, 
In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Sim 
-.K. Woip, the Minister of Health, moved the 
snd ro of the Housing (Financial 
Provisions) Bill, which, he said, provided for 
the furtherance of the work of slum clearance 
and dealing with overcrowding. It also made 
special provision for agricultural housing and 
would meet exceptional conditions which pre- 
yailed in small urban areas. The slum clear- 
ance programme covered about 400,000 houses, 
and some 800,000 persons had passed from 
slums to new and good housing conditions, 
-and others would be dealt with at the rate, 
on an average, of 25,000 a month. | 
uch, however, still remained to be done, 
- pao 400,000 houses would be neces- 
sary to complete this effort. This would mean 
between five and six years of steady work at 
the present rate of building. This, broadly, 
represented what was immediately practicable 
in view of the heavy demands on the building 
industry. In these circumstances, it was the 
policy of the Government in urban districts 


- to concentrate Exchequer assistance on the 


provision of houses to deal with slum clear- 
ance and overcrowding which constituted the 
primary health problem in relation to housing. 

There were indications that the peak had 
been reached in building costs and that prices 
were steadying for a fall. Local authorities 
were now receiving more tenders for work, 
particularly in the South, and more con- 
tractors were seeking contracts. The 
Ministry would maintain a constant scrutiny 
of tender prices submitted and take action 
when necessary. : 

Under the arrangements proposed in the 
Bill houses completed not later than Decem- 
ber 31, 1938, would rank for subsidies fixed 
by the Acts of 1930 and 1935, and those 
finished after that date would rank for sub- 
sidies fixed by the present Bill. Certain 
transitional provisions were necessary because 
of the change-over from one subsidy to 
another, and power was taken in Clause 10 to 
pay subsidies for houses built to abate over- 
crowding or the general needs of the popula- 
tion, including any contracts entered into 
after the introduction of the Bill, notwith- 
standing that the houses were finished before 
December 31, 1938. He had also provided in 
the Bill that a further review should be made 
after December 31, 1941, but that contribution 
should be payable on all houses completed 
“by September -30, 1942. ‘ : 

Sir Kingsley then went on to outline the 
provisions of the Bill in detail, and added 
that the uniform subsidy fixed by the Bill 
would, so far as slum-clearance operations 
were concerned, enable local authorities to let 
houses at practically the same rents as were 
contemplated when the slum clearance sub- 
sidy was fixed in 1930. By far the greater 

rt of the rehousing still to be done would 
Be by way of cottage building rather than 
by flats. Under the Bill non-parlour houses 
with three bedrooms could be let at rents 
between six and seven shillings a week exclu- 
sive, and it would no longer be necessary to 


make a separate rent pool for those houses. 


It would be paid into a general housing 
‘revenue account and pooled with other sub- 
‘sidies, and rents could be arranged as each

Mr. Greenwoop, on behalf of the Labour 
Party, moved the following amendment : 
‘* That this House, realising the limited extent 
to which overcrowding can be abated under 
the operation of the Housing Act, 1935, and 
the need for more progressive measures, 
regrets that, on the contrary, a Bill has been 
introduced which, in so far as it becomes 
operative, will result in higher rents, and 
which: substantially. reduces the amount of 
State assistance in respect of slum clearance, 
abandons the sound principle of basing the 
subsidy upon the number of persons rehoused, 
and revives the objectionable policy of sub- 
sidising private enterprise in circumstances 
which will perpetuate the evi! system of the 
tied cottage in rural areas.’’ 

In the debate which followed, Mr Gzorae 
Hicks made a strong plea for the better use 
of architectural skill. 


Mr. Ronatp Trex also urged that qualified 


architects should be employed to advise local - 


authorities how best to preserve the ameni- 
ties of the countryside. 

Eventually, the Labour amendment was re- 
jected, and the Bill read a second time. 


Houses at Low Rents. 
Mr. E. Smrrn asked the Minister of Health 


if he was satisfied with the progress of re-. 


housing, and particularly with the provision 
of houses to be let at an all-inclusive rent of 
not more than 12s. a week; what cities, 
towns, or councils were behind with their 
schemes; and what were the prospects of 
houses of the Chamberlain, Greenwood, 
Kingsley, and Mitchell types, as built in 
Manchester, being built where required. 

Sm K. Woop said that he was, in general, 
well satisfied with the progress which was being 
made by local authorities with the programmes 
which they had adopted. Houses at low ren- 
tals for the rehousing of those living under 
unhealthy conditions were. being completed 
at a steady rate of 6,000 a month, and the 
number of houses already approved by him 
was equivalent to 90 per cent. of the original 
slum clearance schemes of local authorities. 
Blocks of flats of the types referred to in the 
last part of the question were being provided 
in the large cities. 


Slum Clearance Schemes. 

Mr. Day asked the Minister of Health how 
many slum-clearance schemes had been 
approved by his department for the 12 months 
ended to the last convenient date; in what 
areas they were situated; what was the 
amount of expenditure involved; and what 
was the number of persons so affected. 

Sir K. Woop said that during the last 

calendar year he approved 4,235 Orders for 
the clearance of slum areas. The Orders were 
made by 409 local authorities in all parts of 
England and Wales, and affected 192,000 
persons. As regards expenditure, the amount 
of the loans sanctio by him during 1937 
for land, buildings, roads and sewers in con- 
nection with slum clearance was about 
£40,000,000. : 
Ministry Housing Inspectorate. 
’ Mr. sf Smirn asked the Minister of Health 
how. many. inspectors were employed by him 
for the purpose of. conducting inquiries as to 
compensation under the Housing. Acts, and 
what proportion were permanent officials. 

Sm K. Woop said that the inspecting staff 
employed by the Ministry in connection with 
the holding of public local inquiries under the 
Housing Acts was as follows : One chief hous- 
ing inspector, four’ permanent housing and 
town planning inspectors, 21 ei | hous- 
ing-and-town planning inspectors. Of these, 
the chief housing inspector and one of the per- 
manent inspectors were mainly concerned with 
the organisation of the work of the inspector- 
ate, and did not normally themselves hold in- 
quiries. -

r. G. R. Hottanp, F.1.0.B., President 
of the London Master Builders’ Association, 
who proposed the toast of ‘“‘ The Institution,’ 
remarked upon the age of the Institution and 
added that if its object had not been a worthy 
one, it would not have existed for so long. 

He noted that the total pensions granted 
amounted to £41,296, and was pleased to see 
that last year a special donation of £1,100 
was made to commemorate the Coronation ; 
that money must have been very acceptable 
to those who had unfortunately fallen by. the 
wayside. As they no doubt knew, the pur- 
pose of the Institution was to grant pensions 
to aged and infirm members, their widows 
and children, and for making grants of tem- 
porary relief. He would like to pay a tribute 
to the work of the Committee, and he could 
assure the company present that every pen- 
sion granted was fully investigated and 
analysed. There was no question of there 
being any ‘“‘ pulling of the strings’; the 
Institution was very well run and worthy of 
their consideration. 

_ Responding, Mayor Wattis said the build- 
ing industry had its trials and tribulations, 
but it had one great merit in that it was 
permanent. They could go about the country 
and see what they did last year and the year 
before. Engineers, architects and’ builders 
had a great responsibility, for not only had 
they to carry out the needs of the present 
age, but to pass something on to the future, 
and the brunt of this responsibility really 
fell on the builder’s foreman and clerk of 
works, because it depended on the skill and 
integrity with which he carried out the work 
that the work of the designer was portrayed. 


: One of the first questions an architect asked 
a builder was, ‘‘ at sort of a foreman have 
you?” The task of the quantity surveyor 
was made easier if he had a g foreman. 
Also, however successful builders might be, 
unless the foreman was doing his best and 
there was harmony and the maximum of effort 
on the job, builders did not get a good-looking 
balance sheet. = 

The speaker said he Id like to point out 
that the Institution was very selective in 
membership. It-took in only y ats of the 
very first class, and they_could be perfectly 
certain that anybody contributing to the 
Institution would“be helping men who were 
well worth helping. vee 

Mr. Wma. Mrrcuett, submitting the toast 
of ‘‘ The Guests,’’ declared that there were 
few members of the Institution present, as 
it was a mid-week function, and many had 
difficulty in getting away from their work. 
He would suggest that the toast be ‘“‘ The 
Fellowship of the Building Industry coupled 
with the name of Mr. M. Chesterton.” 

Mr. M. Cuesterton, F.R.1.B.A., who re- 
sponded, said he had am enormous regard for 
the all-round foreman. _His was a difficult 
task, having to reconcile a number of thin, 
which, it would seem, were almost impossible 
to reconcile. Perhaps his most difficult task 
of all was being the leader of men and being 
able to control them. 

The. Presment, proposing the toast of 
‘‘ The Honorary Secretary,’’ said Mr. Ernest 
Searchfield. had. held his post for the last 29 

ears, and he felt sure it. was their wish that 
i should carry. on until the Institution cele- 
brated its centenary. He was one of the 
oldest ‘members.
